In 1855 he visited Rome, and obtained the approval and ‘blessing of 
Pope Pius IX for: his projected Sisterhood. He prayed at the tomb of 
St. Agnes, to whom he was tenderly devoted and to whose patronage he 
dedicated his prospective community. He hoped to obtain candidates in 
Europe, but failed. Returning to Wisconsin, he secured three aspirants 
who received the holy habit of St. Agnes in the summer of 1858. 

Mary Hazotte, of Detroit; entered the little community on the Feast of Epip- 
hany in 1863, and was destined by God to become what may be properly termed the 
Foundress of the Community, because of the stability it secured under her guidance,

phy behind anti-Catholic activities. [It is usually the cap- 
italization of ignorance or of a political situation-on the part 
of men who care nothing for peace or harmony in the coun- 
try, nor for the country itself for that matter, who weigh 
values only as the same affect them, to whom any and all 
means are regarded as lawful in the pursuit of a selfish end.

Catholic Dogma 


A Catholic cannot deny the pre- 
sence of St. Peter at Rome or that 
he was Bishop of that city, for the 
Primacy of the Roman pontiff in the 
Universal Church is based on that 
dogmatic fact. It is not therefore an 
unscientific conclusion. We know for 
certain that Christ promised ' St. 
Peter an imperishable primacy. 
Either it has pefished or exists some- 
where. But a promise of Christ can- 
not fail its fulfillment’ and on the 
other hand no other See has ever 
claimed his ‘privilege, while the 
Roman See has never ceased to as- 
sert its title and based it in the very 
earliest times on the Roman episco- 
pate of the chief of the Apostles. 


Primacy is Involved 
After the middle of the second cen-

Thus, far and wide, 
from the proud chamber of the Legis- 
life, that great conflict between 
It is what must be ever expected, so 
long as life lasts; but it is a great 
consolation to know, that our Holy 
Religion continually advances, that 
no new development of error can de- 
stroy her vitality, and that she will 
continue for ever her mission to the 
human race.
